He had handled ‘‘ Empire Board’’ to 
the knowledge, and, indeed, at the sugges- 
tion, of the American company. He admitted 
that up to 1929, when there was. a defimite 
agreemént, he had been behind in payment 
for ‘‘ sheetrock.’’ His point always had 
been that the business should finance itself, 
and that he should not pay until he got paid.

Engiand, and. when he entered 
the witness-box he intimated that he could 
not speak’ English Mr. Fionan Lynch, T.D., 
ex-Minister for Lands and Fis erigs, who 
was in Coprt at the time, was, asked by t 
judge to act as interpreter, and in, this w 
the evidence .of the witness was taken, “Hé 
denied having had any association with Vera 
Lyons, ara said that it was untrue to say 
that on a day last year he met her and a 
friend named Anne Walsh; that he gave the 
latter twopence and sent her into Maam 
Cross for sweets, and that when she returned 
later she found him and Vera Lyons in a 
compromising position in the furze at the 
side of the road. 
Mrs. Kingsmill Moore, in cross-examina- 
tion, asked the witness through the inter- 
preter where he stayed while in England, and 
witness replied that he did not know; that 
they were strangers. He did not do his own 
shopping—that was done by his landlady. 

r. Kingsmill Moore asked the witness if 
he ke to his landlady either in Irish or 
in English, and he answered that when he 
came in from his work in the evening he sat 
down to his meal at the table. e never 
talked to his landlady. 


DID NOT UNDERSTAND 


ENGLISH, 


When he was asked if he ever spoke to 
anybody in England, he answered that he 
frequently tried to speak English, but the 

ple dia not understand the English he 
ad. He denied that he had a conversation 
with anybody in English in the Court that 
ei | He also denied ever having been 
at Oughterard or Galway races with the girl 
Lyons or that he had been photographed with 
her at either of those places. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff. 
Mr. Dockrell, opening the case for the 
defendant, said that his client was 64 years 
of age, and because of this and his position 
it was a very serious charge to make against 
him that he had guilty association with a 
girl of seventeen or eighteen years. The 
other side had laid great stress on the posi- 
tion of the defendant—he did not know if it 
was to inflame the democratic instincts of the 
jury against him. So far as that case 
was concerned it did not matter whether 
the defendant's lineage could be traced 
back to William the Conqueror or 
whether he came from the humblest stock, 
because, no matter what his lineage might 
be, if the charges were true, his conduct 
was unworthy of any man, and unfitting in 
any man who had any decency. 

Counsel described the evidence for the plain- 
tiff as incredible, and mentioned that in the 
summons that had been served the defendant 
was given as residing at the same address. It 
was incredible that the defendant resided 
with the plaintiff for nearly a month after 
the child was born, and that neither the 
father nor the mother taxed him with the 
charge, “and that they refused to let the 
Rev. Colonel Ormsby speak to Captain 
O'Grady on the subject. Counsel suggested 
that such a story was never heard outside 
Bedlam. ‘Ihe reason Captain O’Grady was 
not told about the charge was because the 
plaintiff was not ready. He was going to put 
it to the jury that the plaintiff's case was 
what was commonly known as “a plant.” 
A false case; he suggested, had been built 
up to foist the girl’s child on Captain 
O'Grady. 


CLERGYMAN INTERVENES. 


Mr. Dockrell said that the Rev. Colonel 
Ormsby would swear that when he saw the 
girl after the birth of the child he said: 
‘Vera, I am sorry; but I have come here 
now as a friend. The mischief is done. Tell 
the truth.” She answered: “It is Captain 
O'Grady.” The clergyman answered: ‘* That 
is a terrible thing. I will speak to Captain 
O'Grady, and, if it is true, Í am sure he 
will do the right thing.” The clergyman, 
however, was not allowed by Mrs. Lyons to 
speak to Captain O’Grady, and he would 
swear that. at a subsequent interview with 
the girl he put her the question, after other 
conversation, '“Í take it that you do not 
accuse Captain O'Grady? ” and he would 
say that she did not answer him. 

Counsel added that the defendant would 
swear that the plaintiff and his wife on a 
couple of occasions spoke to him concernedly 
about the association of their daughter with 
young Nee, whose married brother resided 
near them, and for whom, on occasions, Nee 
worked. 

The jury, said Mr. Dockrell, might wonder 
why the Rev. Colonel Ormsby was so titled, 
and the explanation was that he served with 
distinction throughout the war in the 
artillery, gaining the D.S.O. and other decora- 
tions. After the war he took Holy Orders, 
and is now rector of Oughterard, and the 
plaintiff and his family, as well as the defend- 
ant, were his parishioners. 

Captain Standish Bruce O’Grady, the 
defendant, in reply to Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
stated he was a retired captain in the 
Munster Fusiliers. He had not very much 
means, and for the past five or six years 
he had been staying as a paying guest at 
one place or another. Since 1929 he was 
staying with the plaintiff at his place, and 
paid £2 a week for his accommodation and 
for the fishing and rough shooting. He was 
away for some time in the South of Ireland 
while he was a companion of a Captain 
Reeves, but returned last year to Bofin Lodge, 
the residence of the plaintiff. 


SENT THEM PRESENTS. 


He was on very good terms with the plain- 
tiff and Mrs. Lyons and the alien, and 
while he was away he sent them presents 
and wrote to them frequently. hen he 
returned there he intended to settle down in 
Bofin Lodge permanently. He denied that he 
ever acted improperly towards Vera Lyons. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the defendant 
said that he was in the 5th Battalion Munster 
Fusiliers.

Land and stock, principally 
in County Kildare, were left to his sons, 
John Edward Kennedy and Robert Kennedy, 
who were under age, subject to specified con- 
siderations. John Edward Kennedy died, 
and this property, subject’ to the same con- 
siderations, now belonged to Robert Kennedy, 
who came of age in May of last year. Since 
the death of Mr. Edward Kennedy, the testa- 
tor, on the 22nd January, 1925, the trustees 
of the will and codicils had managed. the 
property, which had been used for the pur- 


pose of farming, and. while in some years 
there were profits on the farming operations, 
in others there were losses. ese losses, 


it was mentioned, amounted to about £12,000,

PAYMENT TO HOSPITALS.

SELECTED RECIPE FOR THE 
ANNUAL FEAST. 
— —~ &———- 


HEN considering your recipe for the 

WV Christmas mF ta — which you 

should be ini now—one valuable 
point should be borne in mind. Advertised 
goods carry with them a guarantee—a guar- 
antee of consistency in quality; and readers 
who support advertisers are thereby doing 
their part. to encourage a policy that 1s of the 
greatest benefit to themselves. 

In the following selected recipe for Christ- 
mas pudding, this point has been considered 
in the case of branded goods, and in the case 
of bulk goods, such as fruit, the same applies, 
and advertisers’ announcements should be 
studied before shopping. 

Ingredients required—Six ounces of flour, 
three level teaspoonfuls of Royal Baking 
Powder, pinch of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
mixed spice, a little grated nutmeg, one tea- 
spoonful of ground cinnamon, ten ounces of 
raisins, six ounces of sultanas, four ounces of 
currants, the grated rind and the juice of one 
lemon, three ounces of sweet almonds, one 
ounce of bitter almonds, four ounces of 
mixed candied peel. wight ounces of bread- 
crumbs, fourteen ounces of dark brown sugar, 
six ounces of Dewdrop shredded beef suet, six 
eggs, one gill of cooking brandy, and a little 
milk. 

Sieve the flour, baking powder, salt, mixed 
spice, cinnamon, and nutmeg togethtr in a 
large crock. Add the fruit, previously cleaned 
and picked over, the grated rind and the 
juice of the lemon, the candied peel chopped, 
almonds, breadcrumbs, brown sugar and 
shredded suet. 

Break each egg separately into a basin, and 
whisk hard; add the cooking brandy and 
milk. Stir all the dry ingredients in the 
crock, make a well in the centre, pour in the 
whisked eggs, etc., and stir vigorously, Leave 
for several hours (overnight if cOnvenient), 


mix again very fee aks U pour into greased 


| basins, and boil for eight hours, 
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In many cases the nicest things seem .ex- 


pensive. These prices will not alter, but in 
spite of the care of the shop proprietors 
articles exposed to view are bound to pick up 
dust, etc., and be less fresh in a few weeks’ 
time; therefore it seems more economical to 


buy gifts while they are absolutely fresh. 


Another point in favour of early shopping 
is that assistants in shops have far more 
time at present to give their customers 
individual attention and to attend more help- 
fully to their needs. Assistants who know 
their stock can usually make most useful 
suggestions to the ‘‘ shopper,’’ who so often 
does not herself quite know what she re- 
quires. 

Later on, when queues of people line the 
departments, it is not to be expected that 
extra time can be given to any one purchaser. 


Christmas Dried Fruits, 


Quite apart from the thought of gifts, there 
is still another business which requires the 
attention of the moment—a visit to the 
grocers. There pounds of all those fruits 
necessary for cakes and puddings are dis- 
played and ready for your approval and 
custom. In order to have cakes fit for 
cutting at Christmas they should be made 
very shortly. . 
Happy is the housekeeper who preserved 
eggs this spring when they were plentiful. 
Her cakes and puddings will be very 
economical, indeed.—Yours, 
MARY.

But what struck me most about the women 
was their polish.

The catalogue of Earl Howe’s important 
collection of pictures to be sold at Christie's 
early next month includes a portrait by 
Franz Hals.

- DANGER: OF

in the welfare of infants during the 
present century has resulted, as is com- 
mon knowledge, in a remarkable decline in 


age, which has been approximately halved. 
Not only have these large numbers of lives 
been saved each year, but, in addition, there 
must have been still larger numbers protected 
from diseases which would otherwise have left 
their mark upon the constitution and resulted 
in death at an earlier age than would other- 
wise have been the case 

The improvement in the welfare of infants 
is due to a large number of different causes, 
quite apart from the direct influence of the 
Welfare Centres. The great improvement in 
the food supply, notably of milk, is, doubt- 
less, responsible for much, but such diverse 
causes as the advent of the motor car, with 
corresponding reduction in horse manure, and 
so less house flies, and the decrease in 
aleoholic intoxication, have been of materia! 
assistance. A much improved standard o! 
living has been evolved as the result of all 
the varied. influences which bear upon the 
national life, and cleanliness of person and 
home, with’ better physique and better cloth- 
ing, are outward and visible signs of the 
improvements. bas 

Many are tempted to sit back and believe 
that little more can be done by individual 
effort and that there only remains now the 
abolition of slums, with comfortable homes 
for all, which is generally regarded as a 
problem for the State and not for the in- 
dividual. This issue is a debatable one, and 
is, in any event, outside the scope of the 
average bread-winner, but the health of the 
neglected “‘toddler” is a problem which con- 
cerns all. 

When the baby is a year old and able to 
fend for himself to a certain extent, his in- 
creasing powers bring with them increasing 
liability.to troubles and ailments of all kinds. 
Being less dependent, he gets, as a rule, 
rather less attention than before he could 
walk. whereas he actually requires a great 
deal more. His former regular attendance at 
the Welfare Centre drops down to an 
occasional visit, and, perhaps, ceases al- 
together, especially 1 a younger member of 
the family arrives to take his place as the 


baby. 
When toddlers are first sent to school each 
one is carefully: examined by the school 


doctor, and, as a result of his examination, 
about 6.6 per cent., in many areas, of the 
toddlers’ who enter school are found to be 
defective to some obvious degree, W hen they 
left the owelfare centres they were all 
averagely fit, but the lack of attention be- 
tween infancy and entering school results in 
much more than halt requiring medical treat. 
ment. The commonest defect noted 1s the 
teeth, but discharging ears, bronchitis and 
other lung troubles, eye diseases, and bone 


proportion of victims. Teeth are neglected 
because it is commonly believed that. being 
frst teeth. it does not matter. How wrong 
it is to hold this view 1s uot appreciated by 
parents until it is too late to save the per- 
manent teeth intact. Duacharging ears are 
regarded as of no consequence, but people 
who know would prefer to sleep on a powder 
mine rather than leave their child s discharg- 
ing ear untreated. Much the same attitude 
should be adopted towards disease of the 
eves. Until the child himself complains, 
which is rare, or has developed a definite 
squint, no notice is taken of the eyes, whereas 
as an infant. healthy or sick, he was regularly 
weighed to find out whether he was doing 
well or not. Appearances go for nothing 
then compared with a regular gain in weight, 
and it is to the point to ask why the same 
principle is not followed with regard to teeth, 
ears and eyes. Every toddler should undergo 
regular medical examination at least once a 
vear until he enters school to discover 
whether he is all right rather than wait until 
something is obviously wrong. Shght de- 
fects, as they arise, can then easily be put 
right, instead of leaving everything to chance 
until the child goes to school, as is so 
generally done now.

EMERGENCY CONTROL 
. DEVICE. 
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By Oun AIR CORRESPONDENT, 


first commercial aircraft to be-built in 
Ireland is nearing completion, and its 
designer and builder, Mr. Charles V. Foley, 
hopes to have it ready. for a flight within 
the next few weeks. 

He has just returned from London, where 
he has met some of the leading membcrs of 
the British aircraft industry,. who have 
promised to give him their support, and have 
granted him “aircraft. manufacturer's ” pri- 
vileges with regard to purchases from them. 
While in England Mr. Foley also placed an 
order for the manufacture of a special pro- 
peller, to be made to his own designs by the 
Airscrew Company, as the propeller which 
he has been using on previous tests proved 
unsatisfactory. 

The most interesting innovation which 
Mr. Foley’s aircraft incorporates is an in- 
vention of his own. This consists of a slotted 
device in the tail unit; known as the Foley 
emergency control, which is fitted to the 
elevator. At normal times this device is 
flush with the elevator, but when in dis- 
turbed air the slot automatically opens and 
preserves the equilibrium of the aeroplane. 
Ia the event of a “tail spin’’ the emergency 
control comes into .operation and brings the 
machine back to normal flight. It may also 
be used as an air brake to reduce the speed 
when about to land. 

Mr. Foley's aeroplane, which is to be 
christened ‘‘ The Spirit of Erin,” is a high- 
wing monoplane, with a span of nearly 
thirty-five feet and an overall length oi 
about twenty-three feet. The wing, of multi- 
spar construction, contains three petrol 
tanks, which have a capacity of one hundred 
gallons. Two passengers will be carried in open 
cockpits, and the aercplane has also a large 
locker for mails or luggage. The estimated 
maximum speed of the machine is 170 miles 
per hour. while the cruising speed will be 
about 140 miles per hour. At the present time 
it is fitted with a Cirrus 111. engine, but Mr. 
Foley hopes to instal Napier engine of a 
greater horse-power before carrying out his 
public demonstrations ie 

He has been granted British letters patent 
for his emergency control device despite the 
fact that objections were lodged against him 
by inventors in England, Italy, Germany and 
the United States. Yesterday he told me 
that he has had several inquiries from 
various Governments regarding the develop- 
ment of his invention. 

Mr. Foley, who is only twenty-one years of 
age. was educated at Summerhill College, 
Sligo, and later at the London College ol 
Aeronautics. He has always been interested 
in aviation and built power-gliders. About 
two years ago one of his machines, powered 
with a 25 horse-power engine, burst into 
flames and destroyed his workshop just as it 
was being wheeled out for a flight at his 
father’s farm. 
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CANADA’S GOLD 
PRODUCTION. 


PROPHECY OF “RECORD 
YEAR.” 
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Canada will have received £18,000,000 for 
her gold production for 1935 by the time the 
end of the year is reached. 

Such is the impressive prophecy made by 
Dr. Charles Camsell, the Deputy Minister of 
Mines. If it comes true—and Dr. Camsell 
is the greatest and most reliable authority 
on the subject in the Dominion—it will mean 
that Canada will have broken all records, thc 
highest figure reached since Canada became 
a gold-producing country 75 years ago being 
in 1932, when a total of nearly £15,000,00) 
was attained. 

Throughout the monetary vicissitudes of 
the past few years the demand for gold has 
not faltered, and although Canada’s output 
wil! probably be found to have fallen slightiv 
as compared with last year, when a recor! 
of over three million fine ounces was achieved, 
the value has been raised by exchange com- 
pensation and other factors. The very fact 
that Canadian production has slightly de- 
clined is, indeed, ‘in itself an indication of 
the eagerness of the market, for many of 
the mines have turned to the exploitation oi 
low-grade ore which could not be mined 
profitably before, thus saving the higher 
grades for mining at a later date. 

The bpom is bringing many incidental hene 

fits in its train. Purchasing power has been 
increased, thousands of men have been added 
to the employment roll, and railway freight 
returns are on the up-grade for the first time 
for two years, thanks in great measure to the 
rise in mining values as a whole. 
Reports which have been received in Lon- 
don from the gold producing provinces of the 
Dominion may be briefly summarised :— 
Ontario, the premier gold producer, has 
opened up several new mines, while the out 
put from such famous centres as Porcupine. 
Kirkland and Hollinger is well maintained. 
Quebec has within a few years stepped from 
a comparatively obscure position as a gold 
producer to one of the first importance, her 
rate of output now touching 400,000 ounces a 
year. In British Columbia some eighty-two 
new gold mining companies were established 
during the first half of this year. Many un- 
employed men have turned to gold-sifting as 
a means of earning a livelihood. Manitoba's 
output is well in advance of last year, and 
many abandoned properties are being opened 
up again.

EXTRA-TERRITORIAL 
JURISDICTION. 


Mr. COSTELLU (U.1., Co. Dublin) moved 
an amendment, the obje of which, he said, 
was to draw attention te tne fact that if 
the section were allowed to stand a state of 
affairs might arise where v a grave injustice 
might be done to a woraman. They might 
have the situation arisip: where a Free State 
workman employed by a Free State employer 
going to Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
might meet with an acci. ent in the course of 
his employment, and would find himself de- 
barred by the section as it stood from re- 
ceiving compensation. Urder the existing 
law there was no extra-territorial jurisdic- 
tion, and he cited a case of an English work- 
man who in the course of his employment 
was sent by his English employers to 
Malta, injured *n the course of his employ- 
ment, and then devarred by the law 
as it stood from recovering compensation 
from his employers because the accident 
cccurred outside jurisdiction. He mentioned 
also the case of a stable boy sent over by bis 
employer from the Curragh to Birkenhead, 
where he met with an accident, and that boy 


Mr. COSTELLO said he did not defend 
his professional brethren, or their right te 
be paid for work done; he would point out. 
however, that the instituting of a suit was 
entirely in the hands of the widow o 
children. 

An amendment by Mr. RICE moved to 
direct the attention of the judge or registrar 
dealing with the matter to the adequacy ot 
any lump sum paid by way of compromise. 
He thought the workman's right in this 
matter was so important that the judge 
should deal with it, and not merely the 
registrar. ‘ 

The House agreed to Mr. TLEMASS’S 
amendment providing that, in certain cases, 
where the county registrar was of opinion 
that an agreement, the subject of an applica 
tion for registration under the Act, should 
not be registered except in pursuance of an 
order of the Court, he shall refer the applica- 
tion to the Court.

_ Christmas Turkeys. 


Christmas is barely more than a month 
distant, and the turkey market has begun 
to assume its annual importance. 
year the London dealers are preparing for 
a “record ” glut of birds. Increased 
supplies are coming in from all quarters 
of England—more than 800,000 turkeys, 
we are assured, will be offered for sale 
within the next few weeks—and supplies 
from Continental Europe are expected to 
be nearly as plentiful as ever. Canada, 
too, has been making a vigorous effort to 
secure her share of the British market. 
Her High Commissioner in London has 
been in useful contact with the Canadian 
Department of Agriculture, and the result 
of their joint endeavours is that most of 
the difficulties which hitherto have 
attended the marketing of Canadian birds 
in England will be overcome. A million 
pounds weight of turkeys, accordingly, 
will come from the Dominion in time for 
the Christmas market. Hitherto the Free 
State has been Britain’s chief purveyor of 
turkeys, but it that her old 
supremacy will be assailed seriously this 
year. Free State turkeys, indeed, are 
holding their own in competition with the 
English supplies; the breeders on this 
side of the Channel are sending 
large quantities, which are commanding 
approximately as high prices as are paid 
for the English birds. This success, how- 
ever, Is gained entirely at the cost of the 
Irish taxpayer; for, if Mr. de Valera had 
not applied his bounty system to the 
export of turkeys, the breeder’s ruin 
already would have been manifest. Every 
Free State turkey that tickles a British 
palate this Christmas is paid for, in part,

by the taxpayers of the twenty-six 
counties. Until last night the duty on 


Free State birds was 4d. a pound, which, 
to some extent, was counterbalanced by a 
bounty of 25d. a pound. Now the British 
duty has been raised to 5d.

Coal-Oil., 


One of the most interesting experiments 
that are being made in British industry 
at the moment is the low temperature 
carbonisation of coal. Various processes 
have been tried during recent years, and it 
seems that very substantial progress has 
been made. If, and when, the vast coal 
resources of the United Kingdom can be 
made available in the form of oil, one of 
Britain’s major problems will be solved: 
for she will be made independent of oil 
imports, and a vast new field of employ- 
ment will be opened up in the country. It 
is announced that the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway Company has 
ordered fifteen hundred tons of fuel oil, 
which will be used on its lines. Several 
other concerns have placed orders for this 
fuel, which is being used fairly exten- 
sively in the Sheffield steel trade for the 
manufacture of stampings and drop-forg- 


ings, while its use in furnaces specially | 


designed for the manufacture of glass is 
increasing rapidly. The growth of the 
consumption of British coal oi] fuel has 
been helped materially by the tax of one 
penny a gallon which was imposed by the 
British Government on foreign petroleum 
fuel. The trade in native supplies has 
increased tenfold since last April, when the 
tax was imposed, and the popularity of 
coal-oil is rising steadily. In these 
days of oil-driven ships, the provision of 
native supplies of fuel is a matter of the 
highest importance. Unhappily, despite 
the numerous pacts and agreements that 
have been concluded during the last 
fifteen years, the danger of war has not 
yet been eliminated, and the nation that 
commands large supplies of oil will have a 
great advantage in any future conflict. It 
is essential, therefore, that Britain shall do 
everything in her power to exploit the

French official circles, however, express 
keen satisfaction with the Germano-Polish 
agreement as being in conformity with the 
French policy of bilateral pacts between 
neighbours, and as tending to a general 
entente (says Reuter’s Paris . correspon- 
dent) 

This official optimism does not take into 
Petit Parisien’s disclosures 
of Germany’s secret policy, with regard to 
which the Quai d’Orsay declines to express 
an opinion. 

The document, which, according to the 
Petit Parisien, gives secret instructions to 
German diplomatic representatives abroad 


regarding German foreign policy, 1s 
officially declared in Berlin to be an 
‘obvious fabrication which has been 


published in order to poison the inter- 
national political atmosphere.”’ 

The Pc!:t Parisien expected a denial of 
the whole document, but guarantees its 
authenticity, and quotes it textually.

1.7 per cent. This was due to a falling off 
in the coastwise and cross-Channel trade, 
the number of vessels entering the port 
in this trade having fallen from 14,172 to 
12,085, a decrease of 2,087, while the 
falling off in the foreign trade was from 


5,191 to 4,989 


THE FIGURES. 


There could be very little doubt that 
one of the principal causes of this mis- 
fortune was the continued stoppage ol 
trade with the Irish Free State. The 
number of vessels paying dock tonnage 
rates engaged in this trade had fallen 
from 2.509 to 1,749, a loss of 760 ships, 
which was more than half in number of 
the total loss sustained in coastwise 
vessels paying dock tonnage 
while in tonnage it represented a greater 
loss, namely, 167,577 tons out of 222,540.

HEN Bert Jinks, the master of the 
Fleetwood trawler Lucida, appeared 
in the Stornoway Sheriff's Court yester- 
day, Mr. Cuthbertson, defending, sub- 
mitted that the Court had no jurisdiction 
to deal with the charge of illegal trawling 
at the Island of Pabbay, as it was withm 
the jurisdiction of the Sheriff-substitute 
at Lochmaddy, Inverness-shire. The 
Sheriff upheld the submission, and the 
charge of illegal trawling was, therefore, 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Cuthbertson then stated that Jinks 
might suffer grave prejudice Hf the charge 
of refusing to stop was heard in Storno- 
way, with the possibility of the charge cf 
illegal trawling being raised in another 
Court, but the Sheriff overruled the objec- 
tion, and the Court rose to permit Mr. 
Cuthbertson to consider the position before 
the accused man was asked to plead on the 
second charge. 

When the Court resumed Jinks

not guilty to the charge that he had 
refused to comply with the directions 


given to him by the commander of the 
fishery cruiser Doon. 
Lieutenant-Commander John Standley 
Dalison, of H.M.S. Doon, stated that on 
November 11 he was patrolling the seas 
round the Hebrides, and at about 2 a.m.

When the 
Doon returned after dealing with the other 
trawler, he gave orders personally by mega- 
phone to proceed to Stornoway. The small 


boat returned to the Doon, leaving Leading 
' 


Seaman Forrest on the Lucida to see that 
the instruction was carried out. The Lucida 
instead of proceeding to Stornoway, turned 
to the southward, said Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Dalison, and made off at full 
speed. | 

The Doon immediately gave chase, 
signalling her to stop by Morse on the 
searchlight, and firing a blank shot, the 
recognised signal to heave to. The Lucida 
recognised these signals on her siren with 
the message, “ Bound for Fleetwood.” 
The Doon continued to chase her all that 
day. : 

Commander Dalison stated in cross- 
examination that, when he approached the 
Lucida, the Doon was not carrying any 
lights. 

Mr. Cutihbertson—You were not particu- 
larly visible?—I should hope not. I may 
say it would: be understandable that seeing 
me approach without lights he might think 
I was an ordinary trawler. It is a common 
practice with trawlers. 

Sub-Lieutenant James Francis Reginald 
Crews said that while he was on board 
he heard the Doon fire a blank 
shot as a signal to another trawler. 
** Jinks,’’ said witness, “ then remarked, 
*Go on, don’t mind that——.’ Then he 


used a word I would rather write down. 
He said, :' Don’t mind that cun, He 
cannot iouch you with it. It’s only 


blank.’ ”’ 

- eading-Seaman Forrest said when in- 
structed to proceed to Stornoway the 
skipper steaned off on a southerly ccurse. 
He remonstrated with the skipper when 
he heard the Doon signal, but the skipper 
replied: “ [ am not going to stop I am 
soing to. Fleetwood.” The Lucida was 
eoing at full speed and had no intention 
of stopping. 

Jinks then gave evidence. He said that 
the order was: “ Proceed to Stornoway 
in your cwn time,’ and he shaped his 
course for Fleetwood, taking the order to 
mean that he could go to Fleetwood and 
appear at Stornoway when required. 

Forrest never asked him to stop his 


engines. I_: heard a blank shot. which 
might mean anything. He made the 
signal on tue siren himself. He knew 


the Morse code, but could not read the 
lamp signals. 

Arthur Christy, of Mowbray road, 
Fleetwood, mate of the Lucida, 
corroborated the skipper’s evidence. 

The Procurator Fiscal announced that 
Commander Dalison, having heard the 
skipper’s evidence, was prepared to state 
that he ordered him to proceed to Storno- 
wav in his own time. but he (the Fiscal) 
submitted that’ the case was clearly 
proved. 

Sheriff Burns reserved judement until 
to-day, and bail was reduced to £10 in 
view of the fact that the charge of illegal 
trawling was withdrawn.

WEXFORD GROWERS’ 
SUGGESTION. 
From Ocr CorRESPONDENT. 
ENNISCORTHY, Thursday. 


At a meeting of the Co. Wexford Tobacco 
Growers’ Association, held in Enniscorthy 
to-day, Rev. J. Sweetman, Gorey, Chairman. 
proposed a resolution that the Government 
he asked to give a complete remission of the 
duty on home-grown tobacco again next year, 
and recoup the loss of revenue by a tax on 
imported wheat. Mr. Thorpe said they 
would be taking the tax off a luxury and 
putting it on a necessity. 

The Chairman said tobacco is not a luxury 
to-day. The Government had not the re- 
motest chance of collecting the duty on all 
the home-grown tobacco next year. At pre- 
sent the sale of tobacco in Gorey shops had 
gone down hy fifty per cent., because growers 
were making a smoke for themselves. The 
only solution was to take the tax off the 
home tobacco, 

An amendment that the Government be 
asked to reduce the tax on home-grown to- 
bacco next year to 4s. per lb., and adjust 
the tax on foreign tobacco, so as to recover 
the loss of revenue, was passed. A resolu- 
tion was also passed, urging growers to get 
advice from the Association before selling 
tobacco. The Chairman said that specula- 
tors had made £20 a day in the county by 
buying tobacco at 1s .6d. and re-selling it at 
2s. 6d. a Ib.

TTACKS on trades unions were made by 
speakers during the meeting of the 
oint Committee of Grangegormar 
Mental Hospital, at which Mr J. Costello pre- 
sided, yesterday. ; 

The discussion began when forty-five appli- 
cations for revision of pay or emoluments, 
made by varioug unions on behalf of members 
uf the ‘staffs of Grangegorman and Portrane 
Mental Hospitais, were read. —. 

Mr. D J. Cogan said that, in view of the 
state of the country at the present time and 
the enormous burden of rates which had been 
placed on the people, it would be unable to 
vay these increases. It was all very 
lox the paid officials of unions to favour the 
various employes, who were members of their 
unions, in their demands. There was no staff 
in the British Isles of a similar character 
which. was better treated than the staffs ot 
Grangegorman and Portrane Hospitals. 

The speaker moved that the applications of 
the various unions should be postponed. The 
country would be in a state of bankruptcy 
within twelve months. He was a ratepayer 
of County Dublin, and his rates had been in- 
creased by nearly one hundred per cent. . 

“Owing to the reduced earning capacity 
of the people they will be unable to pay for 
the social! improvements which are being 
carried out.” he continued. ‘‘ Nobody knows 
bettír than I the state of the country, and 
vet we are asked by the trade unions to do 
these things.’’ 

Alderman J H. Clark, in seconding the 
proposal to postpone the applications, said that 
it appeared to him that the labour umons 
were mainta‘ning that neither the officials 
nor the Board were capable of carrying out 
the business 

The unions seemed tu have got hold of the 
officers, and it was a lamentable state of 
affairs that paid officials cf the unions sat at 
the Board. The Board and its officials should 
refuse to be dominated any ionger by the paid 
officials of these unions. 

Strong objection to the attack was made by 
Mr. James Larkin. senior. He said that he 
did not attend the board meetings as a paid 
official of a trade union, but because he was 
sent by the elected members of the Dublin 
Corporation. The two men who had attacked 
him were sent by a small group. He denied 
that the unions had tyrannised over officers 
of the board, and -he demanded an answer 
from those officers as to whether they had 
heen intimidated or interfered with in their 
duties. These applications were made after 
careful consideration by a committee of the 
men and women who were members of the 
union. 

An. amendment to set up a special com- 
mittee to consider the applications was pro- 
posed by Councillor Cullen and seconded by 
Mr. P. J. Fogarty. 

Senator Mrs. Clarke said that as these 
applications had been postponed last year, it 
would not he fair to turn them down now 
without consideration. The board should find 
out what the cost would be and then consider 
the matter from the point of view of the rates 
which were increasing. 

After further discussion, Mr. Cogan with- 
drew his resolution, and said that he had not 
intended to be personal in his remarks, but 
he declined to be governed by trades unions, 

It was unanimously agreed that the applica- 
tions should be considered by a commitee of 
the whole board at a special meeting.

TO BE STOPPED? 


DOLLAR STEADIED BY 
REPORTED U.S. MOVE.

From Revuter’s CORnssPoNpENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 


A rumour that the Government is about 
to take steps to end the flight of capital 
from the country has gained wide circula- 
This has resulted in a most remark- 
able strengthening of the dollar, which 
suddenly steadied from 5.52 (the day’s 
low level) to 5.26 dollars to the pound. 

Another rumour current is that the 
Federal Reserve Bank is making heavy 
sales of sterling, and is buying dollars. 
The foreign exchange market is in an 
extremely nervous condition in  con- 
sequence. 

Foreign exchange dealers expect formal 
notification to-morrow, prohibiting further 
export of capital, though nothing has yet 
been heard from Washington, where Mr. 
Morgenthau may make a statement when 
he formally takes over office to-morrow 
morning as Acting-Secretary to the 
Treasury. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
did not increase its priee to-day for 
newly-mined gold, and it was presumed to 
mean that the Government wished to 
check the dollar in its downward flight. 

One more professor was added to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s list of scholarly advisers 
to-day when Mr. William Myers, Pro- 
fessor of Farm Financo at Cornell Uni- 
versity, was appointed Deputy Governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 
This is the post that was held until ves- 
terday by Mr. Morgenthau. : 


MR. ACHESON SURPRISED. 


President Roosevelt, following yester- 
day’s surprises, found himself regarded by 
the Press with mingled emotions. On one 
side were such phrases as ‘* America’s 
most shrewd political strategist ’’ and 
“ Like Mussolini.” On the other hand. 
comments like: “Our monetary policy 
working the destruction of confidence in 
currency and realty investments’”’ stood 
out in bold relief. 

The New York Herald-Tribune reports 
that Mr. Acheson was “' most surprised to 
hear of his resignatior.’’ He was in the 
middle of a “' liquor ’’ conference at the 
White House when the President made 
the announcement. 

The Journal of Commerce considers that 
“these drastic steps to harmonise the sent’- 
ment of the Cabinet behind the gold policy 
may be expected to be followed by other 
important changes.

The journal attacks the depreciation of 
the dollar as having no effect on the price 
of commodities, and comments that the 
results are almost equally harmful to busi- 
ness and the gold policy.

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HAT promises to be one of the most 
WV interesting archeological finds of 

recent years has just come to light in 
County Meath. Two men, Patrick Black and 
Michael King, were fencing land in Calliagh- 
town, on the southern slope of the Hull of 
Crockafotha, near the racecourse of Bellews- 
town, when they found a human skeleton 


as a mearing fence between the lands. 

They reported the discovery to the loca! 
archeological society, represented by Dz 
Lynch, Stamullen; Mr. J. 5S. Langan, 
Calliaghtown, and Mr. Tallon, of lenno1 
The archeologists at once perceived that the 
skeleton and burial presented many unusual! 
features, and had the find photographed and 
carefully removed and forwarded to the 
National Museum. 

Further examination of the site revealed th: 
presence of a Bronze Age burial cist, con 
taining a number of skulls and other huma: 
remains, and showmg unmistakable evidences 
of cremation. Grave goods of various kinds 
were found, including a number of bronz 
pans, a stone axe, a bronze knife, animals 
tusks, bactyls, etc. The surrounding soil was 


remains of skeletons, indicating a _ great 


in which both cremation and inhumation were 
practised. 

At the request of the local archeologists 
the National Museum authorities sent down a 
member of their staff to investigate the site 
and report’ on the find. Dr. Lynch pro- 
nounced the skull to be of the Dolico-cephalic 
type, having a cephalic index well under 70, 
and emphasises the great value to science 
and archeology of a complete skeleton, 
elucidating the type and race of the early 
inhabitants of Ireland, 


UNUSUAL BURIALS. 


Mr. Langan believes the site to have been 
a tumulus of the oblong or barrow type. 
which is common in Britain, but rarely met 
in this country. He considers the treatment 
of the burials most unusual—one in the centre 
of the cist and the others in recesses surround 
ing it, and the fact that the skulls only were 
found, together with the quality of “ grave 
goods '' deposited. He thinks that this 
burial resembles the Bronze Age cremations 
discovered at, Carrowkeel, Co, Sligo, and that 
it probably has been contemporary with them 
and belonging to people of the same race, 
of the same religion, and using the same 
burial ritual. 

This would assign the particular group of 
burials to a period very early in the Bronze 
Age, bordering on the Neolithic, perhaps 
somewhere about 2,000 p.c. That other of the 
burials at Calliaghtown, however, are to be 
assigned to a very much later date in Celtic 
times is quite clear, and Mr. Tallon claims 
with reasonable certainty and authority that 
this site is a portion of the ancient cemetery 
of Cerna, hitherto unidentified, which, 
according to the Dinnshencus, was the 
principal royal cemetery of Bregia, or 
East Meath, and which he claims. from 
the description in the “ Tochmare Eimtre”’ 
(Zeitachrift fur kelt philoligie—Kuno Meyer) 
and in Dinnshenchus (Revue Celtique— 
Whitely Stokes) to be situated on and in 
the vicinity of the Hill of Crockafotha, and 
he points out the significance of the name 
Calliagh as commemorating the association of 
Cailleach Bearra, the Celtic Goddess of 
Death, with this place. 

The name Cerna, or Cearna, still survives 
in the adjacent townlands of Carnes East 
and Carnes West, commemorating the asso- 
ciation of the mythological Cerna, King of 
Anna, of the Dinnshenchus, with this place 
It was certainly the cemetery of a great 
Bronze Age personage. whose name was, per- 
haps, Cerna, and who was deified after death, 
and whom Mr. Tallon states there are good 
grounds for equating with Cernunes, the 
Gaulish god, of whom Professor R. A. 8. 
MacAllister claims to have found traces at 
Tara and elsewhere in Ireland. 

The royal cemetery of Cerna contains 16 
High Kings of Ireland, including Aed Slaine, 
and most of the Southern Hyneil dynasty, 
: besides many legendary and mythological per- 
sonages of pre-historic times. 

The action of Messrs. Black and King in 
reporting the find, and thus enabling it to 
be scientifically examined and reported, is 
worthy of the highest commendation, as is 
also the public-spirited action of Messrs. 
Langan, Tallon and Dr. Lynch, who per- 
sonally conducted the excavation, photo- 
graphed the site, and acquired the finds for 
the Museum.
